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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The change to claim 1 1 overcomes the prior rejection. However Heschel et a! and Petersen were cited in the 
first office action to show removable dividers. A new rejection using these or some other reference will be presented if applicant pursues 
the application further. In regard to the independent claims, they are still broad enough to be read on the reference used. The phrase 
"configured to be coupled" conveys no specific structure. A planar surface on one of the sides is configured to be coupled if the coupling 
means is a suction cup. The term "proportionally corresponds" can still be interpretted to mean a multiple which can be near zero or near 
infinite. Likewise it is unclear when information from a smaller container would not be "deducible" to a larger container. Certain 
dimensions may make the process easier, but this is seen as usually possible. 
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
